The> understood full well 


that there would be a constant tend- 
«ncr to PXuggerat* population, by 
every Hate, in the hope of increasing 
its representation in congress. To over- 
come this mas one of the purposes of 
making the direct taxes distributable 
In the same way as representation In 
congress. The state which was tempt- 
ed to exaggerate its population In or- 
der to get Inireefltd representation in 
congress would And itself in danger of 
having a larger direct tax, than was Its 
share. By playing the desire for a 
Mttuller showing of population against 
the desire for the higher showing, they 
were able to secure a true report. In 
late censuses the direct tax inuvlsion 
has lost Its terrors, but such a careful 
watch is kept upon the work of the 
numerators that although there are 
many Interests which would exaggerate 
population, the chances for doing so are 
growing fewer with ctich recurring' 
decennial. 


Much Disappointment 


There was disappointment over the 


showing of thft first census. Many 
thought it made the population too 
small, on the ground that it was sup- 
posed to be for purposes of taxation. 
Thomas Jefferson unhesitatingly ex- 
pressed his belief that It was erroneous, 
and as secretary of atate notified the 
representatives of the United States 
abroad that the returns were far short 
of the truth, and he was careful to 
supply many omissions in red .ink. Sub- 
sequent events indicate that' the first 
census was, as a matter of fact, a very 
accurate one, and that the trouble was 
In the previously made over-estimates 
of colonial population. 


The second census differed from Iho 


first in that it had an official head— 
the secretary of state. When the legis- 
lation authorising the census was pend- 
ing congress was memorialized to ex- 
tend its Inquiries to many subjects, but 
the petitions were burled In a senate 
pigeonhole. The third census was the 
Srst to Include any sort of Inquiry out- 
side of population data. As an after- 
thought $2,000 was appropriated 
for 


collecting the names of the manufac- 
turers of the United States. Population 
Had approximately doubled in the 20 
yean since the first census, and the 
cost of making the count had quad- 
rupled. 
The fourth census made a 


number of inquiries beyond those pre- 
ceding, among them being questions 
showing the number of unnaturallzed 
foreigners, and the number of persons 
eng»g*d in agriculture, commerce and 
manufactures. Later a special act 
caused some Investigations to be made 
with reference to manufactures.

The fifth census returned largely to 


inquiries limited to population, and a 
provision -was made for a revision of 
all the p.e»tous census reports. This 
report was nattily and heedlessly mada, 
and General W»|ker, who had charge 
of the ninth and tenth osnavKo, says it 
was filled with errors to such an ex- 
tent as to be valueless. He observed 
that "many pages of the republlcatlon 
would, by merely noting the necessary 
corrections, be almost as much disfig- 
ured aa the worst proof of statistical 
matter ever seen In a printing, house " 


The next decennial census, tsken in 


1840, is regarded as a lamentable fail- 
ure. So glaring were Its errors that the 
American Statistical association memo- 
rialized congress, decUrlng that such 
documents ought not to be sanctioned 
by congress, and that If the statistics 
could, not be corrected they ought to be 
disowned. The inaccuracy of the 1840 
census is attributed to the vast expan- 
sion of the census inquiries without ad- 
equate machinery to support the work. 
It was really the first census at which 
the modern scope of inquiry was adopt- 
ed. From it dates the larger meaning 
of census t»Hng, and its failure is at- 
tributed more to defective machinery 
than to its plan and purpose.

lation. To thousands of 
people in 
Colorado 


Springs indeed, probably to a large majority of 
them—tuberculosis to a subject of personal rather 
than general concern. There is scarcely a family 
but h»« some member whesi .ooovery of health 
is due to residence in this city, and this fact in 
itself is almost a guaranty that such an exhibit 
as is now being made in the Durkee Building will 
arouse more interest here than it would elsewhere. 


But it is woll for evefjr person who visits this 


exhibit to remember that it Is not enough merely 
to see and study it 
Every placard, map, diagram, 


and individual display, contains a lesson of prac- 
tical value which is certain to be the mean* of 
saving lives here in Colorado Springs if the les- 
sons are applied in a practical way. Tho warnings 
Kfven against promiscuous spitting, Drinking from 
public^cups, sleeping, in Ill-ventilated rooms, In- 
dulging in improper food and drinking bad watar, 
retraining from ewixtes and life in the open air 
these bits of advice and many others to be learned 
«, the tuberculosis esMbit, point the road to health.

thousands of people drink at the public fountain,

- that In all probability nothing will sa\-e them from 


infection but their own resisting power. Careless 
tubercular* habitually spit on the streets and in 
public places with full knowledge that thereby 
they are spreading the Infection to others. Some 
of them carefully refrain from spitting on the side 
walk but deposit their sputum in the gutter or 
street, thereby displaying a solicitude which would 
He funny If the results were not HO serious, for of 
course the danger in one case is fully as great as 
in the other. 


One ef the most conspicuous placards in the 


exhibit is the often-quoted statement by Pasteur 
that "It is within the power of man completely to 
nIpp out every germ disease," and'this statement 
Is so true of tuberculosis that scientists now de- 
clare that the absolute stoppage of the spitting 
habit would result in the complete eradication of 
this disease within twenty-five years. Consider- 
ing the widespread dissemination of information 
on the subject, tho continued carelessness of tho 
public not only those who practice such habits, 
but thei« who permit them to be practiced 
is 


amazing. But the work of eradicating this d)j|-ts 
is almost entirely educational, and -lmme«s; bone- 
fit is to be expected from the adoption of such 
means as the traveling exhibits. The people of 
Colorado Spring* will hereafter know- more about 
the dangers of tuberculosis than they have known 
in tho past, ana enough of them will put this 
knowledge to practical use to Justify fully the labsr 
«nd expense of bringing the exhibit hero.
